LIMB IS WOUND ABOUT WHEEL 


Injured Youth Is Now Resting at the- 
Dix on Hospital.

J esse Carson, the twelve year old 
son of W. O. Carson who lives south­ 
east of Dix on, broke his left leg this 
morning. 
The 
accident 
occurred 
about nine o’clock. 
Young Carson 
was driving on a load of oats in the 
field when he slipped and fell down 
through the side of the rack 
It is 
supposed tha t the boy lost his balance 
on the slippery shears by the wagon 
striking some small rise in the ground. 
However, the boy fell down through 
the side of the rack, the toe of his 
shoe catching in one of the front 
wheels. 
Before the horses could be 
stopped the left leg of the boy was 
wound around the wheel. 
The ter­ 
rible pain caused the youngster to 
cry out, and the team was stopped. 
When he was picked up it was found

With all the wisdom and shrewd­ 
ness born of a lifetime of political 
strife, Senator Sbelby M. Cullom is 
preparing for another tight for re- 
election. 
It will probably be hb last 
campaign—for 
‘‘Uncle 
Shelby ” 
is 
nearly 76 y ears old -b u t ambitious 
Illinois 
politicians y ears ago grew 
weary waiting for the end of the vete­ 
ran’s career 
When the late Governor John R. 
Tanner was Cullom’s campaign mana­ 
ger, word was brought him tha t three 
Republican congressmen -one of them 
was “ Uacle J oe” Cainon—were plan­ 
ning to run against the senator. 
‘‘Is tha t so? ” drawled Tanner in­ 
differently . 
“ Well, Oakwoods Ceme­ 
tery is full of men who thought they 
were running against Cullom.” 
Oakwoods Cemetery is Springfield’s 
principal bury ing ground, and Gove- 
nor Tanner lies there himself now 
after fulfilling his statement by mak­ 
ing an unsuccessful race against Cul­ 
lom, whose position he once declared 
impregnable. 
Senator Cullom has been in public 
life forty -nine y ears. 
Member of the 
Illinois legislature in 1857-8-9 - 60-9 1-62, 
including two terms as speaker of the 
nouse; 
congressman 
three 
terms; 
twice elected governor and four times 
chosen United 
States 
sena tor—no 
Illinoisan approaches him in length 
of public service. 
And now he is 
seeking another term as senator, and 
every living Republican in the sta te 
for whom he has done a favor during 
this half-century is preparing to do 
what he ca nto help him. Tha t is, all 
but one. 
During the first McKinley 
administration 
Senator Cullom in ­ 
dorsed 
Richard 
Yates for revenue 
collector for 
the southern Illinois 
district, and now Mr. Yates, as every ­ 
body knows, is in keen pursuit of 
“ Uncle Shelby ’s” 
job for 
himself. 
Nobody can deny the ex -governor’s 
rigut to seek the veteran’s political 
scalplock, either: anu, besides, Mr. 
Ya tes bears a giga ntic grudge against 
Cullom which dates back to the last 
gubernatorial tight and has not worn 
off a pareicle since tha t time. 
If he lives until Nov. 22 
Senator 
Cullom will be 76 y ears old. He wants 
one more term to accomplish tha t oft- 
heard feat of “ rounding out his car­ 
eer ” 
If elected in 19 07, Senator Cul­ 
lom will be 84 at the end of the term, 
but y ears are not considered a disad­ 
vantage in the United States Senate, 
and it must be admitted tha t “ Uncle 
Shelby ” is a spry old gentleman, as in 
truth he must be to deserve the repu 
tation he nas of being one of the busi­ 
est men in Congress. 
He belongs to 
the old school. 
He is one of the few 
men in public life today , who knew 


Lincoln. 
Cullom was a presidentla 
elector on the Fillmore ticket in 1856 
He was in the sta te legislature four 
y ears before Ltnooln went to Wash­ 
ington, and served as speaker the 
spring the emancipator was first in­ 
augurated as president. Thirty -three 
y ears ago Senator Cullom was chair­ 
man of the Illinois delegation to the 
republican national convention and 
placed General Grant in nomination. 


The organization is a strong, com­ 
pact, well-drilled phalanx of federal 
officeholders, composed of prominent 
Republicans of first-rate inlluence In 
their localities. 
United Sta tes mar­ 
shals, revenue collectors, district a t­ 
torney s, postmasters 
and all their 
subordinates, big and little, are now 
astir to advance the cause of their 
patron sa int. 
And some say tha t the 
federal judges who owe their appoint­ 
ment to the .senator are also turning 
a wheel for Cullom. 
The court clerks, 
in fact, are as active as any other a p­ 
pointees. 
At the same time there is 
no complaint tha t public business has 
been neglected, for Senator Cullom has 
been wise to select men who are judi­ 
cious enough to keep out of trouble. 
They attend to their official duties 
apparently , even if they do look after 
tbeir districts 
and keep 
Cullom’s 
fences intact. 
Chicago business interests, it is as­ 
serted, have supported Senator Cul­ 
lom in the past, for he has aided 
them, whenever possible, in Congress. 
In fact, the Cullom managers are 
positive tha t Cook county 
will give 
him an overwhelming majority in the 
primary vote. 
They adhere to this 
belief, too, in face of the assertion 
tha t Governor Deneen would like to 
see the senator defeated. The gover­ 
nor has not forgiven Cullom for sup­ 
porting Colonel Lowden in the gov­ 
ernorship b ittle a y ear ago, but he 
has not openly taken the field for 
Ya tes as y et. 
The Cullom managers 
do not believe he will, and if he keeps 
hands off they confidently assert it 
will be the same old tale tha t Charles 
G. Dawes wired to President McKin­ 
ley in January , 19 01, when Tanner 
withdrew from the race: 
"Cullom 
wins.” 


Senator Cullom was asked the other 
day what Is to be his platform in the 
coming campaign. “ I have no particu­ 
lar platform,” he replied. 
"The peo­ 
ple of Illinois have k n ow m a e lor 
many - y ears. 
If they indorse 
my 
reoord, they will vote for me; if they 
don’t, I suppose they will vote for 
somebody else. 
My record is my plat­ 
form.”

"Cutting 
over” 
is 
the 
technical 
phrase applied to mo v in g 
the w ires in 
a telephone central office 
from 
one 
switchboard to another. 
If y ou will 
reflect that many o f the switchboards 
of the ty pe used in the Bell ex changes 
of large cities carry 9 ,000 lines, y ou 
will see what a task transferring such 
a mass of wires is. 
Indeed, there are 
few mechanical operations which more 
Impress one with a sense of absolutely 
perfect forethought 
aud organization. 
When an ex change is to be “ cut 
over,” all the outside lines coming into 
tt, both overhead and underground, are 
tapped and practically connected with 
the new board while the old one Is still 
in use. That is to say . they are brought 
into 
the 
main 
distributing 
frame, 
which Is the big rack through which 
the outside lines are separated and 
linked to the proper Inside lines which 
run directly Into the switchboard and 
terminate In the "Jacks,” by means of 
which the operator is enabled to put 
any two subscribers into communica­ 
tion. 
The opportunities for confusion and 
mishaps in this work are evident, and 
it speaks much for the painstaking care 
with which it is done that a subscriber 
is practically never “ lost,” as the tele­ 
phone engineer calls it, if one of the 
lines is temporarily mlsconnected. To 
secure 
such 
perfection 
Innumerable 
tests are necessary not only of the out­ 
side lines, but of every switchboard 
line, and these are conducted over a 
long period so as In no way to disturb 
the service of the subscriber. 
Tbe operators are thoroughly drilled 
In the use of the new board, and when 
it comes to the actual performance of 
“ cutting over,” which generally takes 
place some hour 
In the night when 
business Is alway s light, both boards 
have a full force to work them. The 
final step is to cut the old connections 
and complete the new >nes nt the sa me 
insta nt. This is usually done by pull­ 
ing out from the b o ard to be a ba ndon­ 
ed the heat coils which are put into

orders for small amounts and raise 
them, passing them on merchants 
after office hours.

ly drawn, there has been a heavy in­ 
direct ex pense involved in the pur­ 
suit, arrest and 
conviction of the 
offenders.

If mu st people were asked to name 
those cou ntries of the world in which 
are still to lie fou nd splendid archi­ 
tectu ral remains of bygone civ iliza­ 
tions, the names of Egypt, India, Syria 
and Mexico wou ld a* once be fu rth­ 
coming. bu t few wou ld place the island 
of Jav a on the hst. 
Yet not one of 
these cou ld sii \v ru ins more nu merou s 
or more splendid, .-a; s the Lou don 
Globe. 
This may seem an exaggeration, bu t 
the same opinion has been u niv ersally 
expressed by the most eminent w rit­ 
ers on the su bj» iet. A s to th e date and 
rise and fall of a civ ilization which 
j.. ha a left behind it su ch splendid memo­ 
rials au thorities are mu ch at v ariance, 
bu t for the most p art they are placed 
between the beginning and the eighth 
or ninth centu ry of ou r era. Certain it 
?s, howev er, that at one time the island 
mu st hav e been ru led by a Hindoo or 
Bu ddhist people far adv anced in the 
arts of architectu re and scu lptu re. 
Among the finest and best j » reserv ed 
of these ru ins is the great temple 
known as the Tyandi Barabu du r. sit­ 
u ated near the center of Jav a, in the 
su ltanate of Djokjakarta. 
Originally 
designed probably as a dagaba or rest­ 
ing place for a portion of the ashes of 
Bu ddha, this bu ilding rises in the form 
of a terraced pyramid, the part at pres­ 
ent al» ov e the grou nd being abou t 3uU 
feet squ are by abou t 120 feet high. The 
terraces at present v isible are sev en 
in nu mber, the whole being su rmou nted 
by a dome thirty feet in height. 
Each of these terraces is cov ered ou 
the inner wall formed by the terrace 
abov e, and m the lower terrace also 
ou ou ter walls ru nning rou nd them, 
by a series of bas-reliefs which for 
extent, v ariety and artistic merit hav e 
probably not their equ als in the world. 
Ru nning in a dou ble tier rou nd the 
lower galleries and in a sii gie tier 
rou nd the u pper ones they are esti­ 
mated to hav e a total length of ov er 
three miles and represent by a continu ­ 
ou s series of pictu res not only the birtli 
and life of the Lord Bu ddha in his final 
incarnation, bu t also a large nu mber 
of the “jatakas" or prev iou s liv es of 
' the m aster in the gradu ally ascend­ 
ing forms of animals and of men in 
1 v ariou s positions in life, and record 
his good deeds in each of those liv es, 
j 
Thu s we hav e the story of the Bodhi- 
satv a when on earth in the form of 
a hare. 
Indra, the lord of heav en, in 
the form of a trav eler, weary and hu n­ 
gry, comes down to test the v irtu es of 
the v ariou s beasts. 
He receiv es fish 
from an otter, a dish of cu rds from a 
i Jackal and fru it from a monkey, bu t 
! the poor hare, hav ing nothing else to 
I offer, presents his own body to die hu n­ 
gry trav eler and throws himself on to 
a fire to be roasted.

In ruins, 
bu t some are still fairly perfect. 
At Loro Jongrm , close by, are fou r­ 
teen small ami six large temples of 
Hindoo deities, Siv a, Pu rga and Gan- 
esh being still represented l>y finely 
carv ed statu es. 
At Gu nong Praw , an 
extensiv e plateau reached in former 
times by fou r flights of stone stairs, 
each of ov er 1,000 steps, on the north, 
sou th, east and west, are remains of 
nearly 400 temples, and. to qu ote Wal­ 
lace again, “The whole cou ntry between 
here and Prambanam, a distance of 
sixty miles, abou nds with ru ins, so 
that fine scu lptu red images may bo 
seen lying in ditches or bu ilt into the 
walls of inclosu res.” 
The abov e b u ild in g s art* all of a re­ 
ligiou s character, bu t ethers may hav e 
been u sed for lay pu rpo-cs, su ch as the 
so caiied “W ater Castle” in the city 
of Djokjakarta itself, where may be 
seen the rem ain s of 
high wallet! in- 
closu res with broad tanks, now ov er­ 
grown with weeds, bu t still showing 
their stone terraces and the stone steps 
leading to the water, hav ing probably 
originally formed tin 
pleasanee of 
some Hindoo potentate or possibly, 
from their v ery high walls, of his 
harem. In other p arts are many ru ins 
of forts, palaces, baths and aqu edu cts, 
and at 
Modjo-Agong o\or a large 
stretch of cou ntry ev ery road and path­ 
way shows a fou ndation of finely laid 
brick work, the pav ed stn ets of some 
old city of which only traces now re­ 
main. 
One thing is noticeable in all this 
architectu re—like the ancient Greeks, 
the bu ilders knew nothing of the ex­ 
treme u tility of lh<* arch in masonry; 
consequ ently few 
roofs remain. Bu t in 
some places, as at Mendoet, near B ara­ 
bu du r, complete roofs remain made by 
horizontal cou rses of masonry, each 
ov erlapping the one la low it till they 
meet at the apex. 
Of cou rse the roof 
for this has to be v ery high for the 
breadth 
panned, bu t for small spans 
the system serv es its pu rpose fairly 
well. 
From the abov e descriptions It 
will be seen that if some of the energy 
spent on Pompeii and Egypt cou ld be 
spent on excav ations in Jav a discov ­ 
eries of the greatest importance might 
be made.—London Globe. 


THE CHINESE DOCTOR. 
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In many place’s by the work of a thou ­ 
sand years of earthqu akes, tropical 
storms and fanatical Mohammedan de­ 
stroyers, this wonderfu l pictu re story 
ru ns u p throu gh gallery after gallery 
to where, in the central dome, entirely 
closed in and hidden, stood the final 
image of the master, free from any 
ornament, crown or au reole, the Bu d­ 
dha raised abov e all earthly desires or 
passions. 
In the whole of the series at present 
abov e grou nd there were originally no 
fewer than 2,141 complete bas-relief 
pictu res, of which dSt* are still In a 
fair state of preserv ation. There were. 
In addition, in niches rou nd the ter­ 
race walls. 441 statu es of Bu ddha lar­ 
ger than life, besides smaller ones past 
cou nting. 
The whole of this work is 
done not in soft stone, easy to manipu ­ 
late, bu t in the hardest and most in­ 
tractable kinds of lav a and trachyte. 
Alfred Iiu ssel Wallace in his classical 
work on the Malay archipelago re­ 
marks. “The amou nt of hu man labor 
and skill expended on the great pyra­ 
mid of Egypt sinks Into insignificance 
when compared with that requ ired to 
complete this scu lptu red hill temple 
In the interior of Jav a.” 
There is. howev er, one pecu liar ¡>oint 
In the constru ction which tends to 
show that the bu ilders were not as 
good engineers as they were scu lptors 
and architects. Rou nd the entire base 
there ru ns what looks like a broad 
pav ement of cu bes of stone laid bu t 
not cemented together. 
This broad 
pav ement has been remov ed in sec­ 
tions, each section being replaced in 
tu rn, and u nderneath .v as fou nd an­ 
other terrace, larger than nny of those 
now v i-,ble and hav ing its walls p art­ 
ly. bu t not entirely, cov ered with 160 
more bas-relief pictu res in flu e preser­ 
v ation. Those were photographed and 
cov ered in again. 
The tot d mass of 
squ are blocks of stone cov ering this 
hidden terrace amou nts to 7 .000 cu bic 
yards. 
The conclu sion is inev itable that this 
hidden terrace was meant for the orig­ 
inal lower terrace, bu t that with the 
bu ilding partly 
completed 
and 
the 
first set of scu lptu res still u nfinished 
the bu ilders fou nd that their fou nda­ 
tions were too weak for the hu ge 
stru ctu re and were oblige» ] to sacrifice 
one terrace to strengthen them. 
Had not this been necessary the 
bu ilding wou ld hav e stood u p ev en 
more colossal than it is. 
The temple 
of Barabu du r is only one among many 
in Jav a. At the v illage of Prambanam, 
also near Djokjakarta, are the ru ins 
known 
as “Ohandl 
Sewa,” or the 
“Thonssnd Temples.” consisting of an 
ou ter parallelogram of 
small tem­ 
ples, a second of 7 6. a third of 64. a 
fou rth of 44 and a fifth, or Inner one. 
of 28, in all 29 6 small temples In fiv e 
¡concentric parallelograms. In the cen- 
I ter is a large and beau tifu lly orna- 
1 mented cruciform Inner temple. 
Most 
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E x a m in a tion s an d 
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Tin* method of treating sick persons 
adopted by Chinese 
doctors 
in some 
cities is similar to that of the other 
physicians of the United States and 
those of Great Britain. 
They depend 
mu ch, howev er, on the examination of 
the pu lse. 
Their sense of tou ch is so 
wonderfu lly dev eloped that it Is said 
they can determine the eondition of 
the heart as well as some of the other 
organs merely by the feebleness or 
strength of the beats, bu t tbej' say 
there are no less than twelv e different 
mov ements of the arteries In the hu ­ 
man body, all of which can be detect­ 
ed by feeling the fingers, w rist and 
arm. 
When a patient calls on him for ex­ 
amination the doctor first presses the 
arm, w rist and fingers, tou ching nearly 
ev ery part. 
Sometimes ten or fifteen 
minu tes are occu pied with this exam ina­ 
tion. 
Then he may ask if the patient 
Is married or single and also his age, 
bu t this is abou t the limit of the ex­ 
amination. Apparently he can tell the 
natu re of the disease withou t qu estion­ 
ing fu rther, and if the caller wishes a 
prescription he writes one in the ordi­ 
nary Chinese characters on a gener­ 
ou s sized squ are of paper. 
Ringing a bell, he hands the pre­ 
scription to the Chinese attendant who 
enters, fu r each physician has his own 
shop, filled with the ingredients which 
he u ses in treatment. 
If he has a 
large practice, he may employ a nativ e 
chemist, who makes u p the prescrip­ 
tion. 
' 
One of the cu riou s featu res of Chi­ 
nese medical treatm ent is the way In 
which the physicians administer their 
remedies. 
Nearly nil the oiilces of the 
principal doctors hav e what may be 
called a tea room attachment. 
This is 
a spaciou s apartm ent, well lighted, fre­ 
qu ently ornamented with oriental pot­ 
tery and pictu res and containing small 
tables, each with two or three chairs. 
If the inv alid does not wish to take 
his medicine at home, he is u shered 
into this room and while seated at 
one of the tables drinks his prescrip­ 
tion as lie wou ld a cu p of tea or a 
glass of wine. 
With bu t few excep­ 
tions the medicine is in liqu id form 
nu d 
serv ed 
hot 
in dainty 
Chinese 
bowls, for most of it is composed of a 
decoction of herbs. 
Each table contains a 1 k>w1 of raisins, 
and when the attendant brings in the 
medicine he also brings in a glass of 
tepid water. 
If the drink is flitter, as 
it u su ally Is, the patient can eat some 
of the raisins to remov e the taste, 
while with the water he rinses his 
mou th and throat. Then he is ready to 
go home, retu rning the next day for 
another examination and dose.—Cham­ 
bers* Jou rnal.

ANIMAL SUPERSTITIONS IN VARIOUS 
PARTS OF THE WORLD.

The pig plays a p art in many beliefs. 
| Àlr. Hickson, who trav eled mu ch in the 
! Celebes and adjacent islands, fou nd a 
trib« * who believ ed that the whole earth 
j is borne by a pig belonging to the god 
Mak-a-wa-lang, who dwells in the u n­ 
derworld, and that the frequ ent earth­ 
qu akes in that region are cau sed by the 
big ru bbing itself against the trees. 
Some of the inhabitants, howev er, as­ 
sert that tin* world does not stand on 
the pig itself, bu t on a nu mlier of piles, 
and it is against these that the porker 
ru bs itself, with su ch terrible resu lts. 
Another example of pig su perstition 
! is fou nd in the mythology of the east, 
! from which one learns that when the 
earth was hidden away by the malice 
i of a giant the god Vishnu took u poa 
himself the form of a great boar. This 
animal had fiery tu sks, with which it 
rooted the earth u p from the depths 
of Fata las, ¡» u tting it once more in 
its proper place, 
t 
This circu mstance places the pig high 
in the estimation of a large portion 
of the people of Asia by associating 
it with his third Av atar, in commem­ 
oration of which die god is sometimes 
represented in Hindoo temples with 
the head of a pig. 
• 
Animals 
generally, howev er, hav e 
not Insignificant positions in the realms 
of su perstition. Thu s, in Holland and 
Belgiu m, to kill a stork is considered 
one of the greatest misfortu nes that 
cou ld happen to a man, for ill lu ck is 
certain to follow him throu gh life. 
Iu 
the Ural mou ntains the peasantry be­ 
liev e that if a wolf sees a man before 
the man sees the wolf tie* man will be 
stru ck du mb and remain so as long 
as the wolf liv es. 
The Eskimos consider that bad for 
tu ne will follow a hu nter u nless when­ 
ev er he kills a polar bear he cu ts off 
the anim al’s nose and throws it on the 
; ice. 
The Lapps, too, believ e that the 
! bear is inv ested with su pernatu ral 
j powers and consequ ently nev er men­ 
tion his name, speaking of him as 
“God’s dog” or "the old man In the fu r 
cloak.” 
The screeching of an owl or 
the killing of on« * as well as the croak­ 
ing of a rav en or die crowing of a 
hen is also sometimes regarded as an 
indication of coming calamity. 
Bu t some of the most interesting su ­ 
perstitions are connected with death. 
In some cou ntry districts of England 
and Germany there is an idea that if 
the bees swarm u pon a rotten tree 
there will be a death In the family 
owning or liv ing on the property with­ 
in a year. In Greenland when a child 
dies the nativ es bu ry a liv e dog with 
it to be u sed by the child as a gu ide to 
the other world, becau se, they say, a 
dog can find its way anywhere, 
i 
A prettier cu stom prev ails among 
the Seneca Indians when a maiden 
dies. 
A you ng bird is imprisoned u n­ 
til it first begins to sing, and then they 
kiss it and set It at liberty ov er the 
girl’s grav e, believ ing that It will not 
fold its wings or close its eyes u ntil 
it has flown to the spirit land and de­ 
liv ered its bu rden of affection to the 
departed one. 
In this way it is not 
u ncommon for a score of birds to be 
released ov er the same grav e. The Mo­ 
jav e« say that all the dead who are not 
crematisi are tu rned into owls, and the 
screeching of one of these birds at 
night they imagine to be cau sed by the 
spirit of some dead Mojav e. 
And in the Mohammedan creed ani­ 
mals hav e a place. 
Among the beliefs 
of the followers of the prophet Is one 
that elev en animals were admitted to 
paradise. 
T hese were the dog Khatim 
of the sev en sleepers of Ephesu s, Ba­ 
laam’s ass, Solomon’s ant, the partic­ 
u lar one which reprov ed the slu ggard; 
Jonah’s 
whale, 
Ishmael’s 
ram, 
the 
camel of Saleb, the cu ckoo of Belkls, 
the ox of Moses, Al Borek, the animal 
which conv eyed Mohammed to heav en; 
the ass on which Christ rode Into Jeru ­ 
salem and the one ou which the qu een 
of Sheba rode when she paid her fa­ 
mou s v isit to Solomon, 
This is not, howev er, by any means 
the only su perstitiou s belief concern­ 
ing paradise. For Instance, many of 
the sou th sea islanders believ e that 
heav en ran only be inherited by ¡{er- 
sons whose physical forms are perfect. 
Where this idea prev ails a man will 
die rather than su bmit to ampu lation. 
It wou ld seem that John Chinaman’s 
pigtail owed its existence to the belief 
that it wou ld form a conv enient han­ 
dle by which one day he wor.’.d be lift­ 
ed Into paradise. 
, 
Bu t one can find a su perstition relat­ 
ing to heav en nearer la me than China. 
A few' years ago a man in St. Pe 
tersbu rg earned for himself a great 
repu tation as a wizard among the Igno­ 
rant and su perstitiou s. When at last 
he was laid by the heeis one witness 
testified that she firmly believ ed in 
1 what he said, especially that the two 
little keys which he gav e her wou ld 
accomplish 
what 
he asserted 
they 
wou ld—that with their aid she wou ld 
he able, after “life’s fitfu l fev er,” to 
open the gates of paradise.—London 
Globe.

Age No Barrier to 
Railroad 
Employes in the Future. 
The Burlington and St. Paul rail­ 
roads hav e practically decided to aban­ 
don the age limit plan, put in force a 
number of years ago. In the future 
the men will be employed without 
regard to their age, experience and 
ability being the sole factors.
